Gerhart Hauptmann Strasse on the basis of the reference report* Furthermore, 
the IiO to 50 trucks observed in the Alte Grenadier Kasorne are indicative 
of the presence of only one unit, namely the division’s 23 Uth Mort Regt 
which is carried there • The regiment probably has a total of 65 to 75 motor 
chicles « It is probably under the command of Colonel Orlov (fnu) who
